Wuereas, The State of Virginia, soon after the organization of the Government 
of the United States, in a spirit of unselfishness and liberality, characteristie of 
the early days of the Republic, did cede and donate to the Feder«l Government 
the North-west Territory, now comprising the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin; and whereas, under the fostering care of the General 
Government said territory bas grown in all the elements of power and civilization, 
so as now to form the five great States cf the Union, unequaled for the education, 
activity and enterprise of their people, unsurpassed in an intelligent cultivation 
and development of their fertile lands and great natural resources, and affording 
tlo millions of free people happy homes, prosperity and wealth; and whereas, in 
the opinion of this Legislature, these grand results have, to a great extent, been. 

produced by a wise and liberal donation of the lands of said territory and their 
~ products to the purposes of free education, to the securing of homes to the people, 
and especially to the soldiers of the republic, and to the construction of roads, * 
railroads and canals, thus magnificently using and employing a princely gift. 

Now, therefore, the Legislature of the State of West Virginia, in, view of the 
foregoing facts respectfully present to the Congress of the Uuited States the tol- 
lowing statement and resolutions: 

That there has been recently organized, by the joint and concurring authority 
of the States ot Virginia and. West Virginia, acompany:¢alled ‘‘ The Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad Company,” for the construction of a railroad from the waters 
of the Chesapeake Bay to those of the Ohio river ;

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That it has been demonstrated by actual survey and engineering ta 
that the said line of railroad, when constructed, wiM.excel all other lines of com- 
munication between the great North-west and: the Atlantic coast, in easy grades, 
its central position, the favorable climate which it traverses, and i in shortness of

That it will afford to the whole olivat and West, and especially in its con-’ 
nection with the great Pacific roads now under construction, and the objects of 
such beneficent aid by Congress, the shortest, cheapest and most desirable route 
to the Atlantic coast ; l a 

Tbat it has been further proven, by geological and scientific explorations, that . 
said railroad will pass through a country richer perhaps i in the deposits of those 
element3 of national wealth and strength, coal and iron combined, than any land 
now known or accessible ; - 


That Said railroad, from its central position, its awie locati jon as to climate, 
distauce and grade, will be of incalculable udvantage to the General Government 
in its military necessities, either in time, of peace or war ; 


And the Legislature of West Virginia desires further to state, that whilst her 

citizens, in their corporate capacities, have exhibited by their action a most com- 

_ mendable appreciation of the value of this railroad to themselves, as well as to 
the nation, yet so great have been the losses and devastations which they have 
incurred and suffered during the late war, in endeavoring to sustain the union of 
the States and their Own Government, they have exhausted all their material aid 

a to this great work ; ; and they further express their belief, more im sorrow than in 
anger, that their mother State, Virginia, and her citizens, labor under the same 
inability, from her efforts and zealin a mistaken cause, and therefore the people 
immediately interested, are unable to raise the funds necessary to complete said 
work on a plan commensurate with the wants of the country ; ; therefore 
Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia, 

1.- That it would be manifestly just “and right, that the nn of the United 
States, in view of the facts hereinbefore set out, mindful of the generous action 
of Virginia in her donation of the North-west territory, and recurring with pride 
to the results that have followed a liberal and wise donation of her wealth, should 
grant to the said Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Company such material aid as in 
their wisdom may be effective and appropriate. i 


2. That our Senators in Congress be instructed and our Representatives 
“requested to present this preamble, statement and resolutions to that body, and 
endeavor by all fair and honorable means to obtain such aid, and in doing so, to 
concede to the General Government such rights, in time of ‘war or peace, for 
transportation of military supplies and mail and telegraphic facilities as may be just. 


8. That the Governor be requested to transmit copies of the foregoing resolu- 
tions to the Governors of the western and north-western States, with the request 
that they be laid before the Legislatures of their respective States; and to the

1. That our senators be instructed, and our members in the House of Represen- 
tatives be requested, to earnestly solicit the congress of the United States to donate 
the proceeds of the sale of certain property at Harper's Ferry, in the county of 
Jefferson, belonging to the United States and now ordered to be sold, to this state 
for a permanent school fund. - 

2. That the governor be requested to forward a copy of this resolution to each 
of the said members of congress.
